MINNESOTA. 


DOCUMENT OF GREAT LENGTH 


PERPETUAL 
INJUNCTION 


PRAYED FOR. 


Washington, 
Jan. 7,—Attorney 


General Wallace B, Douglas, of Min- 
nesota, filed today in the United 
States supreme court the bill of com- 
plaint in the case of the state of 
Minnesota, complainant, against the 
Northern Securities company, defend- 
ants. It is a long document, about 
10,000 words, covering 32 pages of 
printed matter. The bill first points 
out the direct interest the state has 
iu the proposed consolidation. 


Taking up the Northern Securities 


company it is set forth that it was 
organize by J. J. Hill, W. P. 
Clough, J. Pierpont 
Morgan and 


"other associates to the oratrix un- 
known," who at the time, were con- 
tinually in conference over means by 
which the laws of Minnesota might 
be successfully evaded or avoided, 
and that it was so organized solely 
for the purpose of effecting a consoli- 
dation of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific. 


The oratrix, claiming to have no 


other ad-equate remedy or relief, ex- 
cept as prayed for iu equity, asks 
that the defendant 'be required to 
shoW'Cause why it should not be per- 
petually enjoined and restrained: 


•First—Prom voting at any meeting 


of the stockholders 
of 
fthe Great 


Northern aud Northern Pacific the 
capital of these companies and from 
attending in any manner such meet- 
ing, 


Second—Prom aiding, advising, in- 


terfering with, or in any way par- 
ticipating in the management of the 
two systems. 


Third—From permitting any of its 


officers, agents or servants from act- 
ing as representative, director, officer 
or employe, or exercising any -cou'trol, 
management or direction over the 
same. 


Fourth—From making any ar- 


rangements or combinations having 
for their object such joint control. 


Fifth—From 
holdung, owning or 


controlling any of (the stock of either 
company, the defendant company be- 
ing required to reassign or re-trans- 
fer all such stock to the person from 
whom it was received, taking in re- 
turn its own stock issued tin ex- 
change therefor and, meanwhile, to 
be enjoined in all respects in rela- 
tion to said stock as hereinbefore 
prayed for. 


Sixth—From receiving any more 


stock of the two companies in case it 
shall appear that the defendant com- 
pany has not yet acquired a con- 
trolling interest in either. 


Seventh—The oratrix prays permis- 


sion to amend the complaint, if nec- 
essary, and bring in other parties for 
the purpose of giving force and ef- 
fect to any decree of the court, and 
acka the court to issue a subpoena 
against the defendant company, and 
set a day for the hearing.

as counsel.

WHY ADMIRAL SCHLEY CALLED 


AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Washington, Jan. 7.—The object of 


Admiral Schley's visit to the whhe 
house yesterday was to request t£e 
president to entertain and consider 
an appeal for the reversal of the ac- 
tion of Secretary Long end the dis- 
approval of the majority judgment 
of the court of inquiry. 
The inter- 


view was satisfactory, the president 
granting the 
admiral's 
request. 


Messrs. Rayner and Teague today 
will assist Admiral Schley in the 
preparation of the appeal. 


The interview with the president 


was arranged in advance and ait its 
conclusion Admiral Schley left the 
white house in a satisfied state of 
mind. He had been given a full op- 
portunity to present the case from 
his standpoint and to acquaint the 
president with many details of which 
the latter could not have any knowl- 
edge. While Admiral ^chley would 
not make -any statement regarding 
the matters discussed> holding that 
an interview between -a naval afficer 
and his Commander-in-chief should 
be regarded as confidential, it is un- 
derstood that he brought to the presi- 
dent's attention many of the alleged 
injustices tand discrepancies of the 
majority report of the court of in- 
quiry. 


Admiral Schley's interview with 


the (president was the result of his 
determination 
to exhaust 
every 


means in his power to overturn the 
judgment which has been rendered 
against him. His new appeal will 
be different from that submitted ito 
the navy department, -bringing out 
some new facts which have an im- 
portant bearing upon the contro- 
versy. 


Messrs. Rayner and Teague, coun- 


sel for Rear Admiral Schley, came 
over from Baltimore today and were 
closeted for several hours with their 
client. 
Admiral Schley would not 


discuss the matter, beyond stating 
that he had asked Ms counsel to some 
here that he might asquaint them 
with the result of his talk with 
President Roosevelt and agree upon 
the best method of bringing the facts 
before the president. 


While it is not definitely known 


how much time was afforded in which 
to prepare the appeal, it is under- 
stood to be the wish of President 
Roosevelt that the matter -be present- 
ed early as possible. 


The following1 statement was given 


out by Admiral Schley's counsel at 
the conclusion of the conference: 


"Admiral Schley has concluded, 


after mature and careful deliberation, 
to appeal from the majority decision 
of the court of inquiry to the presi- 
dent of the United States as cora- 
mander-in-chief 
of the army and 


navy. 
This action having been de- 


termined upon, nothing more can be 
divulged at this time, the regulations 
of the navy being such that the na- 
ture of the proposed appeal cannot be 
revealed except by the president, 
after the formal documents have been 
filed with him." 


Mr. Rayner stated that it will take 


some time to prepare the appeal aixd 
that it will not be filed with the pres- 
ident until after the return of Ad- 
miral Schley from his visit to Sa- 
vannah, about the 20th intft.

A WOMAN IS WITH GUNKLER 


ABSCONDING HUSBAND LIVING 


IN LOUISVILLE. 


His Companion Has Two Children 


and is Believed to be Mrs. 


Healy—Arrest May Follow. 


Several days ago Superintendent of 


Police Gorsline wrote to- the chief of 
police of Louisville, 2£y., asking him 
to locate Jofcn Gunkler, the piano 
salesman whose escapade has fre- 
quently been referred to in these 
columns, and learn what he could of 
him. This morning the superintend- 
ent received a letter from Acting 
Chief Gunther stating that Ounkler 
is <and has been in the employ of the 
Montenegro-Biehm Music company 
since December 15 last; that he is 
accompanied by a woman and two 
children, and that it Was not known 
whether the woman was his wife or 
not. Mrs. Gunkler, who lives at 47 
Hillside avenue, this city, 
knows 


that the woman is not. Humane 
Officer Schlaudroff was instructed to 
see Mrs. Gunkler at once and inform 
her of the situation, and at the same 
time notify her that if she desires 
her recreant husband arrested she 
must deposit the money necessary 
for expenses in bringing him here 
with the superintendent, as fthe po- 
lice department has no fund upon 
which to draw for expenses of this 
kind. 


It is well known that the unfor- 


tunate and deserted Mrs. Gunkler 
has no money at all and may be re- 
duced to the extremity of applying 
to the township trustee for aid to 
secure necessities.

Gorsline is helpless in the matter and 
suggests that if the woman will 
agree to prosecute that the matter 
be turned over to the sheriff, who is 
not restricted so closely in matters 
of this kind as the police officers are. 


On his leturn Officer Schlaudroff ie- 


Gunkler is entirely 
willing to prosecute and was entirely 
unable to guarantee the expenses 
which would be incurred in an effort 
to bring Gunkler home to justice. At 
noon Superintendent Gorsline turned 
he matter over to Sheriff Stout, who 
9 undecided what to do.

Washington, Jan. 7.—There was a 


fairly large •attendance in the gal- 
leries of the house today in antici- 
pation, of the opening of the debate 
upon the 
Nioaraguan canal bill, 


which had been made a special order 
for today, By the terms of the otde* 
the bill will continue before the 
house until disposed of. 


"Without preliminary business, the 


house -went into committee of 
the 


whole (Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, in 
the chair) for the consideration of the 
canal bill, and Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, 
the chairman of the committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce, 
which reported the bill, took the floor 
to open the debate. He said the sub- 
ject of a "water way across 
the 


isthmus connecting the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans had been in the minds 
of the people of the world for more 
than four hundred years. 


In concluding, Mr* Hepburn said 


there might be some interests in the 
United States which believed they 
would be harmed by the rivalry of 
this canal and there were gentlemen 
of honest purpose who 'thought the 
time was not ripe for the building 
of a canal or that <an enterprise of 
such magnitude should not be under- 
taken. They were perhaps terrified 
by the spectre of scandal. "But," 
he concluded, "I insist that the 
American people have made their de- 
cree that the canal shall be built and 
that now is the time to build it," 
(Applause.) 


Mr. Hepburn was followed by Mr* 


Davis, of Florida, in favor of the 
bill.

passing across the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma, and in regard to any matter re* 
ferred to said committee by order of 
the senate." 


In answer to inquiries as to the 


scope of the resolution, Mr. Morgan 
explained thfit he understood certain 
contracts between railroads of this 
country and Canada and the Panama 
Canal company existed looking to the 
diversion of freight. 


"It is-thft most wicked monopoly 


that ever existed," declared Mr. Mor- 
gan, "and already has cost the peo* 
pie of the Pacific coast millions of 
dollars." 


The resolution, at the conclusion of

statement, 
* was 


adopted.

St. Louis, Ho., Jan. 7.—Six miffked 


men entered the National Stock 
Yards bank, north of Blurt St Ixmi*, 
111., last nigfct, and after capturing 
and gagging the two night watch- 
men and firemen at the plant and 
blowing open the vaults with dyna- 
mite, secured f 5,000 in coin And cur- 
rency, with which they deofcmgttdL 
For nine hours, from 7 o'clock tatt 
night until 4 o'clock this morning, 
they were at work on the vaults with- 
out being interfered with, Tine en- 
tire East St. Louis police force, aided 
by the St. Louis police, are guarding 
all the avenues of escape, but as yet 
have obtained no clue to the where- 
abouts of the robbers, who, it is be- 
lieved, escaped on horseback. 


Lee Philipot, one of the watchmen, 


a rough rider friend of President 
Roosevelt and a member of the well 
known Kentucky family of that 
name, was the first to meet witfc the 
robber*. 


With nitre-glycerine the rubber* 


blew open the steel doors of the 
vault. The explosion destroyed more 
books and papers and scattered about 
$600 in gold coin and silver upon the 
floor. This money was not taken by 
the robbers. They took all the cur- 
rency and other coin, amounting to 
about $5,000, as nearly as the bank's 
officers can estimate. 


President C. Gordon Knox, of the ' 


Stock Yards bank, said that if the 
robbers had made their haul the 
night before they would have secured 
about $10,000 more than they got* 
They did not take any of the 'bank's 
papers, most of wbidh were damage)* 
by the explosion/ The vault and safe 
present a scene of wreck and riifcL

All the robbers wore masks* in 


addition to the $6,000 the robbers 
secured $550 left *ith the bank by 
Assistant Postmaster Bnstmell, of the 
stock yards.

$10,000,

Electric Light and Power company 
presented a proposition which wa; 
accompanied by a new contract fo 
the furnishing of ligtht to the city, 
*to supplant or substitute the con 
tract now in force* T2ia city a-l pres 
ent is under contract to pay the 
Jenney company $100 per light un 
til July 1, 1904. The n&w contrac 
proposes to furnish lights 'at $50 
each, pay the city 2 per cen't of the1 


gross' receipts and give the city ar 
option to purchase the plan't -at any 
time. 
It is estimated that 2 pe; 


cen't of 1'he gross receipts would in 
dic&te a reduction of $6.50 per lamp; 
the saving on, the contract for the 
next two years -would amount to 
$3.06 per lamp for Ithe term of the 
con'traot of ten years asked for, which 
with 13i3 pole tax of $7.43 per lamp 
deducted would leave t)he ne-t cost o 
each lamp -to <the city $63,01. The 
contract is a lengthy document o 
twelve or fifteen typewritten p^ges, 


THE PHOPOSTI01*. 


The communication accompanying 


it which recapitulates the terms of 
the contact is as follows: 


"Fort Wayne, Ind., Jan/6, 1902.— 


To the Board of Public Works of For 
Wayne, Indiana: 
Gentlemen—We 


have been considering- for some tim 
the matter of our present contracts 
with the city of Fort Wayne, and the 
advisability of suggesting to you a 
modification of the same. 
After a 


very careful consideration of 
th 


question in all its phases, and our 
own as well as the city's welfare, we 
have determined upon a course of ac 
tion which we believe will, if con- 
curred in by the city, result very 
materially to the advantage of th 
city and which, while it will deprive 
this company of the benefits of exist- 
ing contracts and profits to be derived 
therefrom, will ultimately work out 
for the good of all concerned. 


"Our 
present contracts with the 


city will not expire until July 1, 
1904, so that they have two and one- 
half years to inn. 
We have con- 


cluded to suggest to you the abroga- 
tion of those contracts and the mak- 
ing of a new contract at a very much 
less figure, 


"Under the present contracts the 


city is paying this company $100 per 
lamp for 298 lamps, with 25 lamps 
that are free. We propose to furnish 
you the same number of lamps, viz., 
323, at $80 per lamp, which we be- 
lieve is as low a price as any city of 
the size of Fort Wayne is paying for 
a like service. We also propose to 
pay to the city 2 per cent, of the 
gross income of the company, esti- 
mated at more than $uOO,QOO per an- 
num, 
which could fairly be consid- 


ered as still further reducing the cost 
per lamp by a very considerable 
sum. 


"We invite your attention to a brief 


comparison of the cost to the city un- 
der the contracts as they now exist 
and also ^lnder the contract as we 
propose. 


"Under the present contract the 


city pays $100 per lamp for 298 
lamps, with 25 lamps free; or, in 
other words, it pays for 323 lamps 
the sum of $39,800 per annum, or 
$92.26 per lamp. 
The company is 


now paying to the city about $2,400 
for pole taxes, or about $7.43 per 
lamp, thus reducing the cost to the 
city to $84.83 per lamp. This esti-

"On the other hand, we propose to 


furnish the same number of lamps 
at the nominal price of $30 .per lamp 
but to ascertain the exact cost to the 
city there should toe deducted from 
this price per lamp the following 
amounts, which are either to be paid 
to the city by the company or saved 
to the city by the making of the new 
contract: 
Seven dollars and forty* 


three cents, the amount per lamp 
paid to the city for pole taxes; $6*50 
per lamp, which is the amount of the 
2 per cent, which 'the company will 
pay to the city on its gross income 
estimated at something more than 
$100,000 per annum. There shouid 
-be deducted another sum for the 
amount saved to the city by the mak- 
ing of the new contract. This sav- 
ing .to the city, the difference between 
the present price, $92.26, and the 
proposed price, $80,00, or $12.26 per 
lamp per year, on 323 lamps for a 
period of two and one-half years, dis- 
tributed over a period of ten years, 
the proposed term of the new con 
tract, would amount to $3.06 per 
lamp per year, for ten years.

"We arc led to make this proposi- 


tion to the city for several reasons. 
The requirements of the outlying and 
newer districts of the city are in- 
creasing to such an extent that we 
are unable with our present equip* 
ment to reach these outlying dis- 
tricts. 
A little.inquiry will show 


that almost every house that is con- 
structed in our city is wired for elec- 
tric lighting. In many of these dis- 
tricts there are 110 facilities for fur- 
nishing such light, We very much 
desire to add new macniuery and new 
lines to our present equipment so that 
we may be ready to furnish all the 
light that may be required both by 
the city and the citizens. In view of 
these facts and the obvious and press- 
ing necessity of making large ex- 
tensions to our present equipment, we 
have felt that it was desirable to take 
this subject up with the city authori- 
ties ia advance of the expiration of 
our present contracts so that these 
really necessary and urgent improve- 
ments and extensions could be under- 
taken immediately. 


"To enable us to carry out these 


plans it will be necessary to grant us 
the extension to our franchise as set 
forth in detail in the accompanying 
proposal. 


"In proposing a new contract with 


the city we have felt that we ought, 
in view of all these circumstances, to 
be generous even to the point of lib- 
erality in proposing new terms, and 
In the form of contract, which we 
submit herewith, we believe that we 
have proposed terms that should be 
met with prompt and hearty ap- 
proval. 


"We desire particularly to call your 


attention to the saving to the city 
which this proposed new agreement 
will effect. The amount to be saved 
:o the city will 'be $21.82 per lamp, on 
323 lamps, or $7,047.86 per year, 
and in two and one-half years, by the 
ime the existing contract would have 
expired, the city will have saved the 
substantial sum of $17,610.65. There 
will also be a corresponding saving 
cor the remaining period of the new 
agreement. 


"We also ask you to note the sec- 


tion of the proposal under which the 
:ity 
reserves the right to purchase 


:he plant at convenient intervals and 
;hat while it has this option, it is not 
ibligated (to purchase, ' This leavoa 
;he city free to acquire ownership, 
whenever it is thought expedient to 
make the venture. 


"The reservation of this option 


without obligating the city, will, we 
ire sure, commend itself to the pru- 
dent and conservative citizen. 


"We would, therefore, aak you to 


;ake up this subject in the 
same 


>pirit in whjch we 'bring it to your 
ittention, and desire to ask for your 
'avorable action thereon.

Gentlemen—We 


have been considering for some time 
the matter of our present contracts 
v/ith the city of Fort Wayne, and the 
advisability of suggesting- to you a 
modification of the same. 
After a 


very careful consideration of 
tlin 


question in all its phases, and our 
own as well as the city's welfare, we 
have determined upon a course of ac- 
tion which we helieve will, if con- 
curred iu by the city, result very 
materially to the advantage of the 
city and which, while it will deprive 
this company of the benefits of exist- 
ing contracts and profits to "be derived 
therefrom, will ultimately work out 
for the good of all concsnicd. 


"Our present contracts with ths 


city will not expire until July 1, 
1904, so that they have two and one- 
half years to run. We have con- 
cluded to suggest to you the abroga- 
tion of those contracts and the mak- 
ing of a new contract at a very much 
less figure. 


"Under the present contracts the 


city is paying this company §100 pel- 
lamp for 298 lamps, with 25 lamps 
that are free. We propose to furnish 
you the same number of lamps, viz., 
323, at $80 per lamp, which we be- 
lieve is as low a price as any city of 
the size of Fort Wayne is paying for 
a like service. We also propose to 
pay to the city 2 per cent, of the 
gross income of the company, esti- 


at the nominal price of $80 per lamp; 
but to ascertain the exact cost to the 
city there should be deducted from 
this price per lamp the following 
amounts, which are either to be paid 
to the city by the company or saved 
to the city by the making of the new 
contract: 
Seven dollars and forty- 


three cents, the amount per lamp 
paid to the city for pole taxes; $0.50 
per lamp, which is the amount of the 
2 per cent, which the company will 
pay to the city on its prross income, 
estimated at something more than 
$100.000 per annum.
